Jonbs responded TKureday to a re- ' 
quest from Gov. Cecil Andrus on 
whot must be done to start , the 
state's lottery, appproved in the 
■■ Novr8*gcncrnl-clcctionr-ldaho^s-lot— 
tery officially starts as soon as the 
election results are certified, which 
could be Nov. 23 when the state 
Board of Canvassers meets. 

"It's, a fairly complicated and 
time-consuming procedure which 
needs to be followed," the attorney 
general said, but there are some 
things that con be done at the same 
time. 

"We're probably looking at a very 
minimum of six months, probably a 
little bit more than that," he said. 

Jones was among Idahoans cam- 
paigning against the lottery. He said 
he personally opposed it, and also 
■ felt the lottery amendment to the 
Idaho donstitution could open the 
way for wide-open gambling under 
the guise of charity gaming. 

Jones said he would respond later 
to Andrus' request for recommenda- 
tions on the best way to change the 
lottery amendment to make it clear 
--that only r state-lottery was autho-— 
rized and no other-form of gambling. 

It might take another constitulion.il 
amendment, which couldn't happen 
- until thc.1990 general election, to ac;. 
complish that, he .said. 

Under Idaho'.s Administrative 
Procedures Act, it will take a couple 
of months to adopt rules and regula- 
tions necessary to run the lottery. It 
also will take a couple of months to 
set up categories under the state 
merit system to hire employees of 
the lottery system, Jones said. 

Enabling legislation approved by 
the Legislature requires that some

But erosion has polluted the ponds 
and streams that support Idaho's 
cold-water fish. Runoff from forested 
areas settles into spawning beds, 
choking unhatched fish and their 
habitat. 

The report charges that the Foro.st 
Service has ignored state erosion 
control standards, including storm 
management in forest areas. 

"Wc felt that it's as misleading as 
the devil," said Grey Reynolds, the 
U.S. Forest Service director of wa- 
tershed, or erosion, monagement.

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Economic policy formation may shift back to Bush 


WASHINGTON—Thc financial markete ■ 
have wasted no time in reminding Presi- 
dentelect George Bush that during the 
eight-year term ofhis-prcdeccsaor, the bal- " 
ance of power in economic policy-making 
has been shifting away from Washington. 

Ronald Reagan didn't have much luck ' 
with his early plans to turn over miyor fed- ' 
era! programs and assets U> the private see- - 
tor. But the president may have succeeded, ’ 
- unintentionally, in *privotiiing”-otleastone - ' 
major government function — the making of , 
national economic policy. Curiously, that ! 
shift of power seems to have helped, rather ' 
than hurt, the economy over which Reagan 
presided. 

His successor may not be so lucky. All 
presidents in'thc'modem era have, of I 

course, found their fiscal and monetary tools P 
blunted by the recalcitrance of consumers, 
companies or foreign powers. Butin the 
Reagan era, with its peculiar blend of loose 
fiscal policy and tight money, the private 
markets seem to have usurped an unusual 

— measureK)f control — and used it, by and 

large, to good eficct. 

Last year, for cxomple. Wall Street 
economist Mward Hyman advanced the 
idea that the bond market, not the Federal 
Reserve, now calls the tunc for the economy. 
Bond traders — remembering the costly 
lessons of the '70s, when high inflation 
drove effective bond yields into the negative 
range — are constantly on the alert. At the 
first sign of overheating, the traders unload 
holdings, driving bond prices down and in- 
terest rates up. If sluggishness is in the air, 
a quick bond rally cuts interest rales and 
provides needed stimulus, 

The accumulation of several trillion dol- 
lars of public and private debt in this coun- 
try, and the now-close links with foreign 
debt markets, means that bondholders can 
exert more immediate and sensitive coun- 
tervailing pressure than the once mighty 
Fed. 

Of course, the Federal Reserve Board is 
still very powerful. Fast action by the Fed 
helped reverse the direction of the economy 
at the bottom of the 1962 rcccsaion, and 
kept the economy out of decline after the Oc- 
tober 1987 crash. 

Moreover, as Brookings Institution 
economist George Perry points out, the bond 
market in essence is simply anticipating the 
central bank's likely response to signs of an 
economic up- or downturn. You might take

that to mean that the bond market would 
have to invent the Fed if it did not already 
exist, if only to provide the rationale for the 
market's own policy-setting reactions. 

Hyman sees no cause for concern in this 
shift. In a C.J. L 4 iwrencc-Morgnn Grenfell ■ 
advisory report last March, he pointed out 
that the volatility of bond markets has an 
important stabilizing effect. “The bond mar- 
ket’s fear of inflation is very strong. A» a re- 
sult, bond yields rise very sharply os soon ns 




an economic upturn starts, thereby prevent- 
ing a 'boom.' Consequently a 'bust' is also 
prevented." So sensitive have the bond mar- 
kets become, Hyman averred, that it even is 
. possible that ‘we may never experience a re- 
cession." 

Other private market factors also com- 
bined to help the Reagan administration 
beat the odas against the success of its cco^. 
nomic policy. Competition from high-quality, 
. low-cost foreign goods, foi example, put 
pressure on U.S. companies to cut costs — 
and that, in turn, reduced the inflationary 
response to the administration's free-spend- 
ing fiscal policies. Better inventory control 


techniques reduced one likely source of re- 
cessionary pressure. 

Some credit, of courso, due is to public 
policy. President Carter left his successor 
the delayed benefits ofhis deregulation of - 
oil prices and transpbftatioh and his choice 
as Fed chairman of Paul A. Volcker, whose 
tight-fisted monetary policy finally tamed 
. inflation. — 

And the Reagan administration gave pri- 
vate markets important assists. The presi- 
dent's firing of the striking air traffic con- 
trollers, for example, sent a strong signal for 
wage moderation; his personal popularity 
made it easier for the Fed to ride out the 
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double-digit unemployment of the 1982 re- 
cession; and his reaffirmation of U.S. power 
helped attract the foreign capital needed to 
sustain huge budget deficits without trig- 
gering the soaring inflation and interest 
"rates that conventionol economics predicted. 

Even when the huge trade deficits finally 
drove the dollar sharply down, didn’t mate- 
jialize, for reasons'that owe much to the 
new strength and flexibility in the market--- 
place. 

So you might say that private markets 
and good fortune have conspired to protect 
the fcagan administration — and the coun- 
try — from its mishandling of economic af- 
fairs. Can George Bush hope for a similar 
dispensation? 

The financial markets, having helMd to 
put him in office, have already signaled 
some lack of respect for the president-elect 
Still, economist Perry points out, that’s not 
necessarily bad as long as things don’t get 
out of hand. Another 16 percent or so de- 
cline in the dollar seems to be needed for 
any further progress againstthc still huge 
trade dcflcltrlf Bush gets it out of the way 
early in his term, he might be able to coast 
through on the strength of consumer de- 
mand buoyed by steady, if modest, gains in 
income and employment. 

But stopping the dollar at the right sj»l 

— and keeping its decline from translating 
into a jolt in inflation, more likely now that 
foreign profit margins hove been squeezed 

— may not be easy. The Fed might want to 
tighten up to keep inflation in check. But re- 
member that volntjle bond market, more jit- 
tciy than ever as massive leveraging in- 
creases the vulnerability of U.S. companies 
to rising interest rates. 

Bond holders aren't sentimental, Kcnichi 
Ohmae of McKinsey & Co.’s Tbkyo office 
points out. Foreign bond holders, as well as 
those in the United States, might start mov- 
ing their money abroad in a big way, batter- 
ing the dollar and pushing interest rates up. 
That could trigger a recession. A president 
might want to fight that with a little extra 
federal spending — except that the budget 
deficit is already so big as to scare those 
“powerfurfinandal markets; 

It's enough to make a president wish that 
the reins of economic policy were back in 
public hands.

I have waited a few days before writing • 
this letter in hopes that my anger and fni.s- 
tration would abate. 

The passage of time hasn't helped. 

.My hope is that in sharing this letter with 
you, it will be cathartic for me and an eye 
opener for others.- 

My husband and I signed up (before the 
cutoff date) to speak at the NPR Scoping 
hearings held in Twin Falls la.st week. 

We signed up to soeak on Thursday, the 
first day of tlic two day hearing. Thursday 
was convenient for us due to our work sched- 
ules. 

A couple of days before the hearing Mr. Pe-

• LEWISTON (AP) - Idaho’s legis- 
lators wound up a tour of north Idaho 
by stepping back 30 years into a lux- 
urious post on a Union Pacific Rail- 
road passenger train.

NFL owners try to force players to negotiate

SKOKIE, 111. - NFL owners pre- 
sented their players union with a 
choice of two plans for a new con- 
tract Thursday — one based on liber- 
alized free agency, the other on in- 
creased pension and benefits. 

But the bottom line was this mes- 
sage — get back to the bargaining 
table and negotiate or the owners 
will implement whichever plan they 
choose on February 1, 1969, 

"It's in everybody's interest to get 
a negotiatod contract," said Jack 
Donlanr exccutive'directoT'of-thc- 
NFL Management Council. That’s 
what we hope to get." 

But the union gave an almost im- 
mediate "no.'' - - 
This, on its face, is not a means 
for us to consider when we go to the 
table," raid Gene Upshaw, executive 
director of the NFL Players Associa- 
tion, who received the proposal

'players from its active roster and in- 
jured list. All others would become 
free agents — regardless of whether 
their contracts had expired — and be 
free until April 2 to sign with all 
clubs but their own.

bottom nine could protect 44. 

-’We think there -would be a lot of 
good players out there," Donlan said.

Both that plan and the plan for in- 
creased benefits would include a 


The free-agcn_cy 
plan would establish a league-wide 
salary scale starting in 1993, under 
which no salaries would be negotiat- 
ed. 

Upshaw, however, scoffed at both 
concepts. 

He said by phone from his Wash-_ 
iri^ri office that thc’plante mrircase' 
benefits is the same as the one made 
by the .owners last Sept. 7, "the one 
we went on strike for."

Donlan and the NFL's antitrust 
lawyer, Paul Tagliabue, said they 
are convinced the free-agency.plan 
is what U.5. District Judge David 
Doty had in mind in his ruling last 
July that declared the talks at anjm- 
pdsse.

Hurdler faces life suspension for participation

WASHINGTON - In all likeli- 
hood, world-class hurdler Milan 
Stewart of the United States on Fri- 
day will be banned for life from offt- 
daily sanctioned national and inter- 
national track and field competition. 

Stewart knows most people think 
what he did was wrong. But he says 
-hcdocsn'tcarc. 

Tknow why I did it, and I feel 
good about it," he said. 

A black man, Stewart defied the 
anti-apartheid policy of U.S. and in- 
ternational track and Held governing 
bodies to compete in three meets in 
South Africa last month. He says he 
simply was trying to help black ath- 
letes in a nation that oppresses 
blacks. TVack ofnrials and others say, 


by his actions, he was doing just the 
opposite. 

A three-member panel from The 
Athletics Congress, meeting in a 
Chicago hotel Friday, is expected to 
suspend Stewart and a dozen other 
U.S. athletes — six black, six white 
— for taking part in the South 
African competition. Stewart said he 
expects to get kicked out of track for- 
ever and will be surprised if he isn't. 
But he also says he would do it ogain, 
and i n fact wants to go back to &uth 
Africa to give sports clinics and es- 
tablish a trust fund for black athletes 
next year, something that would not 
be restricted by his likely Bu.spcnsion. 

"I fell like I was running for those 
people,'' Stewart, 28, said by tele- 
phone from his parents' home in 
West Covina. Calif. Td like to believe 


I gave black people inspiration. I 
hope they wore thinking, 'This is a 
brother running.' " 

Stewart, who missed making the 
1984 and 1988 U.S. Olympic team in 
the 110-mctor hurdles, was part of a 
group that included former javelin 
world-record holder Ibm Petranoff, a 
1088 Olympian; javelin thrower Car- 
ol Cady, another '88 Olympian; John 
Powell, the '76 and '84 Olympic 
bronze medalist in the discus; '84 
Olympian Ruth Wysocki; and '76 
Olympian James Robinson. 

Many athletes were contacted this 
summer by tour organizer Dick Ibm- 
linson, a U.S. track coach. Those who 
went chose to go for a variety of rea- 
sons, chief among them the money 
they were offered and the fact that 
many seem to be close to the end of 


their careers and do not fear suspen- 
sions. 

Stewart says be joined the tour be- 
cause he "always wonted to go to 
South Africa." Ho spent 17 days 
there, running in meets in Pretoria, 
near Cape and in Johannes- 
burg and participating in three clin- 
ics. He said blacks and whites partic- 
ipated in the meets and clinics, and, 
after one meet, he was mobbed by 
black children who kept him for 1( 
hours before he could board the bus 
for the hotel. 

But critics of the tour say athletes 
chose to participate for another rea- 
son. Generous sums of money were 
made available to them. Tho going 
rate for the two-wcek trip was 
$30,000, according to estimate. But 
Jim Spivey, the bronze medalist .in 


the 1,600 meters at the 1987 worid 
championships, told Sports Illustrat- 
ed he was offered $200,000 to com- 
pete. He declined. 

Stewart refused te say how much 
money he made. 

"It's not important," he said. "I 
think soroo people went for the mon- 
ey, but I wanted to sec what South 
Africa was about." 

Critics of tho tour say the athletes 
were naive and claim that by partici- 
pating in meets with wide publicity, 
they helped give legitimacy to the 
white government. Clinics alone 
would have been 6nc, said some ath- 
letes who didn't go. But competition, 
they say, is something else again. 

"TTieyre wrong," Stewart said. 
That's unfair and two-faced. Every- 
one remembers when Jimmy Carter 


said we were boycotting tho Mosepw 
Olympics and the athletes involved 
said that was wrong because poliCcs 
and sporte don't mix. So I go to Soilth 
Africa and say that politics and 
sports don't mix, that Tm therelto 
help the people, and those same olh- 
Ictcs now get angry with mo. I went 
there to show them that blacks dan 
be role models, that they should iiy 
to get out of South Africa and comei to 
the United States and get betteriat 
what they do." 

Stewart, who comes from what he 
called a middle-class, suburban back- 
ground, said he was "scared" when |ib 
arrived in South Africa. ; 

That might have been the scariest 
thing I've ever done," ho said. "It’s 
also probably the boldest thing iVe ' 
ever done." ;
